started up before Benton could 
get the license number.

INCREASED budget require­ 
ments of the 
high school 
are 
$121,000. The tax payers of the 
district will hardly feel that in­ 
crease. For the first time a lot of 
new homes constructed in the last 
two and three years are on the 
tax books. The year's increase in 
valuations is sufficient to limit 
tax rate increase to only a point 
or two. 
There will be an increase of 125 
in the enrollment of the school. 
Transportation will be provided 
for 700 students. Thirty bus routes 
are scheduled. Ten buses will be 
used, five of which will make 
double trips. 
Six additional teachers have 
been hired, bringing the total to 
56. Their salaries account for 
$245,000 of the budget. Additional 
items of the educational fund In­ 
clude janitors $23,000, fuel $13,- 
000, cooks in the cafeteria $8,000, 
office secretaries $12,000. The to­ 
tal of the educational fund is 
$435,000 as compared with $379,- 
000 last year. The reimbursements 
and other receipts that will be 
credited to this fund are nearly 
$45,000. 
Arlington Heights high school 
district had not retired the bonds 
of previous building expenses be­ 
fore it was compelled to start 
building the present million dol­ 
lar addition. Amount required for 
bonds and interest is $85,000, but 
only $33,000 is required for in­ 
terest payments on the latest 
bond issue.

FIFTEEN HUNDRED children 
will attend Arlington Heights ele­ 
mentary schools next year. That 
number explains the why-for of a 
budget that totals $487,000, which 
will be presented at a public 
hearing August 14.

It does not 
mean that the tax payers will bm 
asked to “kick-in” that amount.

Biecha, reportedly the leader 
of the trio, was scheduled to be

Mahon’s counsel remarked that

knowing if they’d be sent off to 
Korea, hit by an atom bomb, or 
what. 
“They were just out for 
a thrill,” Stella’s lawyer said, 
“And in the last two and

half months in jail they’ve real­

wrongs.” 
THE ATTORNEYS

re­ 
minded Judge Igoe that much 
of the loot'taken in the robber­ 
ies has already been returned. 
About $15,000 of Blecha’s share 
in the robberies is back in the 
hands of its owners and close to 
$5,500 has been 
returned 
bv 
McMahon. 
The

Stella put into a new home has 
also been returned, it was re­ 
vealed. 
Judge Igoe thought over 
the 
pleas for a moment and then 
said, “I don’t place much val­ 
idity in the reasons given by the 
defendants’ lawyers. The war in 
Korea has nothing to do with 
robbery in Cook county. 
These 
youths did not act for thrills >.r 
on the spur of the moment. 
“We’ve had many cases 
in­ 
volving youths w ith bad home 
conditions 
and 
consequential 
lack of opportunity to 
enjoy 
life, but none of these reasons 
are apparent in this case. Their 
parents gave them 
everything 
they should need to be 
good 
citizens. 
They made sacrifices 
j and worked diligently and earn­ 
estly for the boys, but they’ve 


I now disgraced their families in 
a fashion that should make them 
hang their heads in shame.” 
As they left 
the 
courtroom 
handcuffed to each other. Blecha, 
McMahon and Stella did hang 
their heads. The disgrace, shame 
and sorrow they brought 
into 
their homes was evidenced bv 
the tears shed by their families.

Marriage was business in 
the middle ages—second only to 
warfare. 
Nobody cared

the girl or her mother thought 
of the idea, fathers and hus­ 
bands planned to make advan­ 
tageous alliances, or to escape 
obligations to an overlord, or to 
gain land, or be able to keep it.

Economist sees 


bright side of 


economic outlook 


A generally favorable econom­ 
ic outlook for farmers and oth­ 
ers was forecast today by a 
University of Illinois 
agricul­ 
tural economist 
G. L. Jordan says: “Farm in­ 
comes are likely to be very sat­ 
isfactory for this year’s crops and 
also in 1952, but erratic markets 
can be expected. 
“All in all no further large 
rises can be expected in prices 
in general in 1951, and prob­ 
ably price rises in 1952 will be 
quite moderate, barring a gen­ 
eral war. 
“No serious depression is in 
the picture. 
Serious price de­ 
clines will occur only as a re­ 
action to excessive price rises. 
Just n<yw we are in the back­ 
wash of an excessive specula­ 
tive rise in prices. 
We may 
get just as pessimistic as we 
were optimistic. 
In that case 
prices could drop much more. 
If that should happen, there 
would be a substantial recovery. 
“Prices of many farm pro­ 
ducts have declined in sympa­ 
thy with prices of other goods 
and because of prospective large 
output." 
Jordan expects that industry 
will continue to borrow more 
money for defense purposes, but 
loans for other purposes will 
decline. 
Government 
buying 
will increase but will be fin­ 
anced largely out of taxes in 
1951 and nance will not be in­ 
flationary. 
But if the govern­ 
ment 
expands 
its 
borrowing 
from commercial and federal re­ 
serve banks in 1952, that will 
be inflationary. 
However, in this and 
other 
countries, 
anti-inflation 
meas­ 
ures are being adopted. 
Our 
government is definitely trying 
to pay most defense costs from 
taxes and to check credit ex­ 
pansion.

A University of Illinois farm 
lawyer suggested three ways of 
cutting down your risks from 
crop-spraying damage suits. 
H. W. Hannah says first 
to 
take extra care in mixing and 
applying chemicals to crops to 
control insects. 
Second, insist 
thai anyone you hire to do the 
job also be extra-careful 
and 
that he carry liability insurance 
for your protection. 
Third, get 
a waiver of liability, if possible. 
from your neighbors. 
The farm legal authority says 
you may very well give 
your 
neighbors a waiver in return if 
they want to spray or dust. 
A 
mutual waiver means that both 
you and your neighbor agree not 
to sue each other if you both 
put on chemicals and either has 
damaged crops later. 
HANNAH URGES these safe­ 
ty 
measures 
against 
damage 
suits because the law 
is 
not! 
clear in Illinois as to who pays 
any damages that 
may 
arise 
from crop-spraying 
operations. 
If a farmer contracts with an 
airplane operator to 
apply 
a 
spray or dust, it seems the air­ 
plane man would be liable. But 
if a farmer does the spraying 
himself, he is very likely liable 
for any damages. 
This is the 
case even though he may 
not 
have been negligent in mixing 
or applying the material. 
However, a Texas court decid­ 
ed that the farmer himself was 
liable for damage from airplane 
dusting, even though the farm­ 
er did not apply the dust. This 
decision might be followed 
in 
other states. 


There’* nothing we can do to cool 
oft outside temperatures. We can 
make a stand, however, in the home 
where electric fans give us an edge 
over the broiling tun.

But all serve 
ipeciflc purposes. Dssk-braekat fans— 
the best known and most commonly 
used—ar* placed on floors, desks or 
tables. The majority can be attached 
to a wall, as well Many have motors 
which can be tilted up or down to 
direct the air flow. Pedestal fans 
differ from desk-bracket fans only 
in th* type of base on which the 
motor is mounted. Floor fans are 
mounted In sturdy frames resembling 


intended and are large enough to 
ventilate properly the room or rooms 
desired. 
. 
For daytime cooling on hot days, 
keep windows and doors closed when 
a fan is operating; direct the fan 
toward the wall so that air will 
bound back and set up air currents. 
It’s the lack of air circulation, not 
a dosed-up house, that makes th# 
rooms feel stuffy, scientists tell us. 
At night, electric fans will ex­ 
change warm inside air for cooler 
outside air. Guesswork has been re­ 
moved from this job through long 
and careful research. Accurate in­ 
formation on nighttime, aa well es 
more details on daytime, cooling 
operations is available from most 
electric fan manufacturers. So, take 
heart when summer heat gets you 
down. Instead of complaining about 
hot weather, relax and left your fan 
“fan the breeze" for you.

ACP stimulates 
conservation 


Often overlooked in reports of 
accomplishments under the agri­ 
cultural conservation program are 
the additional conservation meas­ 
ures stimulated by ACP assist­ 
ance, says Carl M. Bonnet, chair­ 
man of the Cook county PMA 
committee. 
In many instances, according to 
Mr. 
Bonnet, 
the 
conservation 
practices for which a farmer re­ 
ceives assistance under ACP are 
but a small part of the total 
amount of conservation 
work 
completed. But the incentive to 
do this additional work often is 
traceable to the assistance pro­ 
vided under the agricultural con­ 
servation program. 
Program assistance, the chair­ 
man explains, covers only part 
of the cost of the conservation 
practices which are approved for 
aid under the program. In gen­ 
eral, this is about 50 percent of 
the out-of-pocket cost. The farmer 
stands the additional cost and in 
most cases all the labor and trans­ 
portation expenses. Where mate­ 
rials or services are furnished they 
are provided on the same share- 
the-cost basis. 
FURTHERMORE, the county 
PMA committee must limit ACP 
conservation practices to th e 
funds allocatee to the county. 
Where the applications for assist­ 
ance exceed the county allocation 
—the amount of assistance to each 
farmer is scaled down to keep the 
total within the allotment. 
The 
objective, of course, is to use the 
available funds to obtain the 
maximum amount of conservation 
for each dollar allocated. 
Many farmers, he explains, car- 
17 out much additional conserva­ 
tion work for which they receive 
no assistance. The small amount 
of assistance 
is the stimulant 
which sets oft the chain reaction. 
All of this conservation work 
stimulated by ACP assistance 
adds up to a tremendous total and 
accounts for much of the lasting 
progress that is being made, says 
the chairman. In his opinion this 
is the accurate yardstick for meas­ 
uring Agricultural Conservation 
Program 
accomplishments and 
the vital element which makes 
this United States effort both 
unique an dsuccessful.

European corn borer 
service bulletin 


This is the ninth of a series of 
weekly bulletins on corn borer 
development, seasonal progress, 
and control recommendations pre­ 
pared by entomologists of the Il­ 
linois Natural History Survey 
and cooperating agencies. 
General Observations. We are 
still between generations in the 
northern half of the state, but we 
are moving into the second gen­ 
eration in the south. In southern 
Illinois many pupae are present 
in early sweet com and a few 
moths have emerged; also, pupa­ 
tion has started in field corn. 
In northern Illinois a few eggs 
are still being laid in and around 
Cook county but elsewhere egg 
laying is oyer. No pupae have ap­ 
peared in field corn in central Illi­ 
nois, but pupae can be found in 
early sweet com as far north as 
Rock Island and Wichert. Borers 
are mostly in the third and fourth 
stages, with only 5 to IO per cent 
in the fifth stage, at Rochelle. 
No treatment is recommended 
at this time but market gardeners 
in the St. Louis and other south­ 
ern areas should begin to watch 
for eggs. 
In general the infestation in 
early field com is light but is 
somewhat higher than we might 
have expected from the very light 
moth flight. If conditions during

The corporate authorities of 
every city, village and incorpor­ 
ated town in Illinois except Chi­ 
cago must, under 
House 
Bill 
650 as enacted, adopt ordinances 
by not later than December 31 
of this year fixing the maximum 
permissible tax rate limitation 
for each of the municipality’s 
funds that the county clerk may 
use thereafter in computing tax 
bills. A separate ordinance must 
be adopted for each fund. There 
is no tax rate limitation o r tax­ 
es levied to retire bonds. 
If an ordinance establishes a 
tax rate limit for a fund that 
is not greater than the tax rate 
limit in effect for the fund as of 
the date of the adoption of the 
ordinance, then the tax rate lim­ 
it adopted for that fund goes in­ 
to effect immediately. 
A copy 
of such ordinance must be cer­ 
tified to the county clerk within 
20 days after adoption. 
WITH RESPECT to the cor­ 
porate fund of cities, 
villages 
and incorporated towns, the cor­ 
porate authorities may by a 2/3 
vote establish a maximum tax 
rate limit by ordinance which is 
not more than 10% higher than 
the tax rate limit in effect for 
the corporate fund as of tha 
date of adoption of the ordin­ 
ance. 
For example, if the tax 
rate limit for the corporate fund 
of a city at the date of the a- 
doption of the ordinance was 
20c per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion. 
the corporate authorities 
could establish a tax rate limit 
of 22c for that particular fund. 
The people of the city may force 
a referendum on the 
proposed 
increase by filing a petition with 
the clerk of the city, village or 
incorporated town on or before 
the last day of February, 1952. 
Such a petition requesting a ref­ 
erendum must be signed bv not 
fewer than 5% of the eligible 
voters, or not fewer than 1000 
eligible voters, 
whichever 
ii 
less. 
If no petition is filed, the 
increased rate becomes effect!va 
March I, 1952. 
In the event that such a pe­ 
tition is filed, then the corpor­ 
ate authorities of the municipal­ 
ity must, at an election on 
or 
before the last day of May, 1952, 
submit to the voters the follow­ 
ing two propositions: (I) 
the 
establishment of the maximum 
tax rate for the corporate fund 
of the municipality at the high­ 
er rate limit proposed by 
the 
corporate 
authorities; (2) 
the 
establishment of the maximum 
tax rate for the corporate fund 
of the municipality at the limit 
in effect for that fund on the 
date of the adoption of the or­ 
dinance. 
The propgsition which 
receives the higher number of 
votes at the election becomes 
the maximum tax rate for 
the 
corporate fund of the municipal­ 
ity, and takes effect with 
the 
levy next following the election, 
If THE 
CORPORATE auth­ 
orities of the municipality want 
an increase in the corporate fund 
of more than 10% above the tax 
rate limit in effect, or any rate 
increase at all for any of its 
other tax funds, then the pro­ 
posed 
increase must 
be sub­ 
mitted to the people at an elec­ 
tion to be held on or before the 
last day of May. 1952. 
At such 
election, the people will similar­ 
ly choose between the rate lim­ 
it in effect for the fund at the 
time of the adoption of the or­ 
dinance and the 
higher 
rate 
limit proposed by the corporate 
authorities. 
Any ordinance .involving 
an 
increased rate must be certified 
to the county clerk by January 
31, 1952. 
It must also be pub­ 
lished, at least 20 days before 
the election, and must set forth 
in the notice the propositions to 
be voted upon. 
In no event can a present rate 
limit be increased to more than 
40% of the maximum permiss­ 
ible rate limit authorized by law 
in 1945. 
For example, the top 
tax rate authorized by law in 
1945 for city corporate purposes 
was 87^4c per $100. 
40% of 
that is 35c. Accordingly, no city 
corporate fund tax rate can be 
increased to more than 35c per 
$100 of value. 
If the present 
rate limit is higher than that 
figure, it can be retained how­ 
ever simply by adopting an or­ 
dinance. 
Any city, village 
or 
incorporated town created after 
July 9, the effective date of H. 
B. 650, will have maximum per­ 
missible tax rates for its varioui 
funds equal to 40% of the maxi­ 
mum legal rates in 1945. 
lf any municipality fails 
to 
act by this December 
31. 
it* 
prersent tax rate limits will con­ 
tinue in effect until changed up 
or down by referendum. Much 
more serious, there will be ser­

Shade tree neglect 
often cause of 
poorly lit streets 


Beautiful street trees so love­ 
ly to behold during the day may 
be in league with death and 
crime at night. 
Lush foliage that obscures traf­ 
fic and street lights and reaches 
low over thoroughfares and side­ 
walks is a major factor in caus­ 
ing tragic accidents and aiding 
and abetting the footpad. 
So 
says Martin L. Davey Jr., head 
of tho Davey tree experts, who 
points out proper pruning 
of 
street trees has more than an 
aesthetic function in the com­ 
munity. 
While inadequate street light­
